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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 8-12 in the reply filed on 6/25/04 is 
acknowledged. 

2. Claims 1-7 and 13-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was 
made without traverse in the reply filed on 6 /25 /04. 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure 
consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims 1-7 and 13-16. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not teach or 
fairly suggest, in a method of extrusion blow molding a plastic parison in a mold with an upper mold 
member and a lower mold member, the steps of: moving the lower mold member beneath the extrusion 
head as the parison is extruded so that the parison is received in the lower molding cavity; translating the 
lower mold member and parison to adjacent to the lower support member; and positioning the lower 
molding member in the lower support member. Close prior art includes Ishikawa et ah (US Patent 
5,601,779), which teaches extruding into a conveyor that moves the parison to the lower mold member; 
Geiger (US Patent 5.464.635)? which teaches extruding into a premold; and Kohno (US Patent 
5,030,083), which teaches using a robotic hand to load the parison into the mold. These references all 
teach that the parison is not extruded directly into the lower mold member, but is moved into the lower 
mold, so there would be no reason to modify these references, absent hindsight, to remove the conveyor, 
premold, or robotic hand. 

Additional art includes Yamamura et al. (US Patent 5,264,178); Nakagawa (US Patent 4,239,474); 
and LaFosse (US Patent 3,809,521), which teach extruding into the lower mold member which is already 
on a support member; and Dohmen et al. (US Patent 6,416,313) teaches vertically displacing either an 
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upper or lower mold member with the mold members supported on backing plates, i.e., support members. 
Because the mold members are already on backing plates or support members, there would be no reason 
to modify the references to teach that the lower mold member and parison are translated and positioned 
onto a support member.
